The RoBsiani While Patrolling: Fell 
In With Three Squadrons of Jap 
CaraliT, Who Betreftted. 



Th« Cossacks Followed and Fell Into 
An Ambuscade, a Body of Japanese 
Infantry Being Concealed B^ 
hind a tmail Hill. 

Llao Yang, May 26. — A wounded 
f'oeeacli who airlved at the village of 
tiayolentil Tuesday, reports that a 
fl^ht took 9laet north ot Taku-Slian 
Ml ifay to. In which the Japaaeeo am- 
pushed a Botnia of Cossacka and near- 
ly wiped them out. 

The Cossacks were patrolling to the 
porth of Taku-Shan for a distance of 
18 miles iihen they fell In with three 
fiquadrons ot Jaitaaes* cavalry who 
retreated. The Cossacks followed and 
fell Into an ambuscade, a body of Jap- 
unese Infantry being rf)ncealed behind 
a small hill. 

Commander Beckromeshetf ordered 
his men to draw their sabres and cut 
their way out, when his horse was 
phot under him. He had Just time to 
order the sotnia to scatter when he fell 
woiindcd. 

The Japanese then closed in on two 
sides, firing volleys at close range. 
The two remaining olBcers fell and the 
SQtala retreated with the loss of three 
oncers and 30 men. 

Pd'iil. Korea. May 26. — A tolesrarfl 
has be< II received here from Gen-San, 
(ju the east coast of Korea, saying that 
the Russians, after th« engagement 
with Korean troops at Ham-Heung, on 
May 19, burned the shrines and the 
royal mausoleum, which were erected 
by the founder of the prespnt dynasty 
In tb« year 1364 and which were re- 
garded by the Koreans as sacred. 
This apparent wanton desecration of 
tombs In a land Imbued with the spirit 
of ancester-worshlp has caused excited 
denunciation of the Russians on the 
Pfart of Seoul oflBcials. (liam-Heung 
Is on the coast of Korea and about 60 
mllea north of G«n-8an.) 

The Cossacks, which are believed to 
be at Kyongsong, have, according to 
K<irean reports, about 20 guns with 
\linu. If this is true, this body la prob- 
.iliiy composed of Trans-Baikal horse 
batteries, several of which were at- 
tacked to the llrst eorpa at Vladivo- 
stok before the war. 

A Japanese who has returned here 
frcm Yongampo reports that there are 
only a few Japanese troops there. The 
people are quiet, but they do not wel- 
come the Japanese occupation because 
of the severity of the military authori- 
ties. The Russians left many thou- 
sand feet of useful limber at Yongam- 
pho. 

There are not more than 8,000 sol- 
diers in the garrison at Seoul. Bar- 
racks which heretofore were filled are 
now vacant, the troope having gone 

ucrth to Anju. The local gendarmles 
arc being transferred to Yongampho, 
Wijn and Antung. 



They Favor the Erection of a Monu- 
ment in Memory ef Oen. R. i. Lee. 

Prankfort, Ky., May 26.— The Ken- 
tucky department, Grand Army of the 
Republic, will adopt resolutions urging 
the national department to call upon 
congress to erect at Washington a mon. 
ument to the memory of Oen.' Robert 
E. Lee. The resolution, which was of- 
fered by Judge O. S. Deeming, of Rob- 
f riKon county, a leading lawyer, repub- 
lican and union veteran, Is as follows: 

"Whereas, Nearly forty years of un- 
exampled prosperity to our (ounfy 
have elapsed since the close of ihe 
civil war, and , 

"Whereas, The people of the south 
have given convincing evidence of theii 
good faith in laying down tbeir arms, 
and have shown a willful acquiescence 
in the result of that terrible conflict, 
have proved their patriotism and tbeir 
love for the union, and have sealed 
their devotion to the American flag 
with their blood in the Spanish-Amer- 
i< an war. and desiring to give the con- 
federate veterans a soldier's earnest, 
and to the people of the south, a new 
and stronger pledge of brotherhodd, 
to the end that a united, bound 
together by stronger and more per- 
fect t;e« of confidence and love, may 
Journey on through the centuries to a 
happier and a more glorious destiny. 
Therefore, be It 

"RpRolved. 'I'tiat It Is the sense of tht, 
Crand Army of the Republic, of the 
Department of Kentucky, tiiat a suita- 
ble monument be erected at public ex- 
pense in the city of Washington to the 
memory of Gen. R. K. Lee, and that 
the members of the Grand Army oi 
the Republic petition ^the congress of 
the United States to make the nects- 
sary appropriations and take such 
other steps as will be necessary to 
have this done." 

William T. Bowsmitb, of Covington, 
was elected department commander for 
Kentucky.

The Result ef the Engagement Has 
Not Been Learned. 



Che Foo, May 26. — A Junk which left 
Dalny on the night of the 23d and 
which arrived here Thursday reports 
that the Japanese army had then 
reached Sansurlpo, wlil(h is north o! 
Dainy. and southwest of Nangalleu. 
The Russians offered a stubborn re- 
idstance to tho advance of the Japan- 
ese and a battle was fought at noon 
on the 22d at Sansurlpo. The result 
of the battle was not learned by the 
bearers of the news. 

The advance of the Japanese indi- 
cates that they, have recovered from 
the reported reverse at Kin Chan. The 
Russians at Tallen Wan have prepar- 
ed to destroy the town upon the ar- 
arrival of the Japanese. The Russian 
plan is to have the troops on the Liao 
Tung peninsula fall back to Port Ar- 
thur after harrassing the Invaders. 

V1>om the best Information obtaina- 
ble it is learned that the Japanese 
have landed near Kin Chau and are ad- 
vuncing along the railway to Port Ar- 
thur. Thoee that lauded at Pitsewo 
ure traveling down the east side of the 
penlnsual to Dalny and those that 
landed at Tsku Man ara folaf to re- 
inforce tho Feng Wkng Cheng army.

The 
safe was wrecked and all tho stamps 
and money taken. 

Steamer Chattanooga Sinks. 

Paducah, Ky., May 26. — ^The steamer 
Chattanooga, of the Tennessee river 
packet line, sank in the Tennessee rN- 
er near here. The 20 passengers were 
saved. The boat and cargo, valued at 
$25,000. will probably prove a total 
loss.

viding for the sale of the city building 
to the railroad companies for a depot.

Some Forty Other* Were Overcome By 
the Deadly Fumes From the En- 
gine Floating Over Them, 
■ut Later Reeevered. 

Wllkcsbarre, Pa , May 2<>~A tele- 
gram received at the Susqiu'hanna 
Coal Co.'s ofllce in this city Wednes- 
day afternoon states that ten miners 
were suffocated by gas and sulphur 
fumes from a small locomotive Wed- 
nesday afternoon in the workings of 
the Summit Branch Coal Co. at Wii- 
llamstown, 

The tunnel In which the disaster oc- 
curred is ono mile in length and Is 
used by the coal company to convey 
the coal mined in the workings In the 
Bear valley to tho breaker in the Wil- 
liams valley. About 4 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon General Inside Fore- 
man Golden and about 60 miners 
boarded a loaded trip which was about 
to be hauled from Bear valley to Wil- 
llamstown. Everything went all rig'it 
until about half of the journey was 
made when some of the men attracted 
the attention of the engineer who at 
once stopped and it was found that 
nearly every man in the party on the 
cars had been overcome by the gas 
and sulphur which emanated from the 
stack of the locomotive and floated 
back over them. 

The tunnel bad been in constant op- 
eration for more than 40 years and 
this is the first accident of any kind 
that has happened in it. 

The names of the dead thus far as- 
certained are: Michael Golden, gen- 
eral inside foreman; George Raidle, 
master mechanic; John Furney, Jos. 
Punch, Enoch Morgan, Albert Nau, 
Fred James. Adam Seoppenhelmer, 
John Fredeneh, Samuel Fredench.

Argument In the Schafcr Murder Trial 
Begun at Bedford. 

Bedford. Ind.. May 26.— In the trial 
ot James .McDonald, t harged with the 
murder of Sara Schafer, the defence 
refused to permit McE>onald to go on 
the stand. Attorney Vance, for tbn 
defense, explained later that this was 
done because McDonald has told many 
different stories, and not that there 
was any belief of his guilt. Dr Ttmx- 
tan, for the rebuttal, stated that there 
was no evidence of a No. 10 boot hav- 
ing been placed in the track discov- 
ered In the alley near the scene of the 
crime. Andy Bruce, for the defense, 
had made the statement that he had 
put his foot in the track mentioned. 
He had a No. 10 boot on at this time. 

When called to the stand Policeman 
Myers was asked If at any time during 
his service as police ofllcer he had no- 
ticed that McDonald exhibited any In- 
dications of nervousness or suppressed 
excitement. He replied that he had. 

At the conclusion of this testimony 
Prosecutor Miller began the opening 
argument for the state. He will be fol- 
lowed by Mr. '^ance. Attorney Palmer 
will close the argument for the defense 
and Mr. Lowe for the prosecution. 

Prosecutor Miller spoke for two 
hours and a half, reviewing the evi- 
dence in the caao. At the close of his 
speech the applause was uproarious. 
Judge Wilson rebuked the people In 
the courtroom and cautloiMd Afalnst 
a similar demonstration.

Prosecutor McMullen In the Gillespie 
Case Opened For the State. 



Rising Sun, Ind.. May 26.— I^ong be- 
fore Prosecutor Harry McMullen be- 
gan his argument for the state in the 
Qillespie case Wednesday morning the 
court room was almost packed to suf- 
focation. Those anxious to hear the 
arguments of opposing counsel early 
pre-empted every vantage place and 
Intense Interest was manifested in the 
oratorical arraignment that the four 
defendants are expected to receive, as 
well as the addresses to be made In 
their favor. Not only was the court 
room literally packed, li\it crowds also 
stood around the court bouse and wait- 
ed for the arguments to begin. 

CapL Cole spoke for the defense. He 
read the law of circumstantial evi- 
dence and spoke of the gun evidence 
and appealed to the gun knowledge of 
the members of the jury In support of 
the contention of the defense. "I have 
a theory of my own that Lizsie was 
shot by a crank who had a gun in 
which there was at least very light 
rifling," h e said.

At 
present only the machine equipped 
plants are in operation, and blowers 
and Katlierers are not employed, the 
men operating: machines receiving a 
staled liite of w.'i^'cs.

The Principal Portion ef Yasoo City, 
MlaSq Destroyed By Fir*. 

Jackson, Miss., May 2C. — ^Wlth every 
business house of any importance in 
ashes together with a large number of 
private residences, the principal hotel 
and the passenger depot, Yazoo City, a 
town of 6,000 people 45 miles from 
Jackson, is resting after one of tho 
most exciting days In Its history. Tke 
fire started at 8:30 o'clock Wednesday 
morning and burned until 6 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, destroying a to 
tal of 200 houses. The burned district 
Is three blocks wide and 12 blocks 
long. The estimtaes of the loss are 
between |<00,000 and «2,000,(KI0. 

The city is putting in a new system 
ot water works and the old system, 
which had wooden mains, was wholly 
Inadequate to meet the demand. Pipes 
burst all over the city and It was im- 
possible to get the water even to tho 
first Hloors of the buildings.

His Counsel Withdrew Motion For Cer- 
tificate ef Reasonable Doubt. 



New York, May 26.— David Roths- 
child, who was ( onvlcted of grand lar- 
ceny in connection with the Federnl 
bank failure and sentenced to serve 
nine years in state's prison, Wednes- 
day, instructed his attorneys to with- 
draw their motion for a certlflcato (;f 
reasonable doubt. Assistant District 
Attorney Sandford announced after 
Itothschlld's conviction that if the for- 
mer bank president made a fight he 
would immediately call to trial other 
indictments now pending against him 
and It is said that Rothschild has con- 
cluded not to invite this action but to 
begin serving h\s ^^Mlt. n( <> at once. 



Gen. Tyner Broke Down Completely 
and Several of the Jurors Wspt 
With Him and All tlMOk 
His Hani. 

\Niashlngton, May 26.— Within 22 
minutes of the retirement of the Jury 
in the case erf James N. Tyner and 

Harrison J. Barrett, tried on charge 
of conspiracy in connection with their 
duties as law officers of the post office 
department, a verdict of not guilty was 
returned. The throng which filled the 
courtroom throughout tho arguments 
to the Jary hardly had time to leave 
the building before the Jury was back 
and the foreman announced that a ver- 
dict had been reached. Gen. Tyner, 
expecting a longer wait, had been 
wheeled from the room and his neph- 
ew and coHiefendant haataned to glva 
an order which caused him to Mtum. 

Gen. Tyner appeared greatly excited 
as he attempted to face the jury and 
when the verdict was returned he 
broke down completely. Several of 
the jurors wept with bim and 1^ Of 
them shook hands with him. 

The Tyner-Barrett case was begun 
on May 2, and ha.« t)('<n before the 
court 19 full days. A great mass of 
testimony was offered. The prosecu- 
tion brought forward an army of wit- 
nesses, a majority of whom were for- 
mer officers of bond Investment com- 
panies, through which Harrison J. Bar- 
rett, the junior dclnidant, was alleged 
to have piofited after he left the post 
ofTlt c department by practicing before 
his uncle who remained in the depart- 
ment 

The principal arguments made Wed- 
nesday were by A. S Worthington for 
the defense and MaJ Hdlnus ("onrari. 
special counsel for the government, for 
thp prosecution. The latter directed 
his efllorts alnuMt entirely to an at- 
tempt to counteract any Influence on 
the liirors' verdict whi( h mighi result 
from sympathy for Cen. T.\n«r. lie 
told the jury that they had no li^ht to 
entertain sympathy for Q«n. Tyner or 
the young wife of Mr. Barrett, who 
was a wltaeaa in tho defendant's ba- 
half. 

Judge Prit( hai (I'ti (tiaine td the jury 
was liiMn He had uraiited a number 
.'f till' piayers offered by counsel on 
both sides and in addition bis own 
charge covered a dosen typewritten 
pages. Among other things he told 
the jury that it bad had an opportunity, 
to observe the (fuiduct of all of the 
witnesses and could take into consid- 
eration any interest they may have 
hud In giving tbeir testimony. ■ He call- 
ed like attention to the testimony of 
the dd'cndaiits and the wci-ht that 
shiiiiUi he attracted to t Iim:- ^t :i i . nu'lit s.
